Although Jewish and political 
refugees from Hitler fully realise 
the difficulties that will confront 
them on landing in Shanghai, it is 
a case of any port in a storm, one 


of them told a “China Mail” repre- 
sentative this morning. 


Reports that 20,000 would be in 
‘Shanghai by the end of the year were 
no exaggeration, for the plight of 
both “non-Aryans” .and of “100 
per cent. Aryans who are opposed 
to Nazi terrorism” was steadily 
growing worse..

Formerly on the run to South

ward itinerary, as all passengers 
and cargo on board are destined 
for Shanghai.

CONTRACT 
BRIDGE 


Sir,—I am a beginner in Contract 
Bridge and by no means a good player. 
However, I am very fond of the game 
and have played quite a great deal. I 
have read some tbooks on Contract 
Bridge. I have glanced through Cul- 
bertson, the Official System and have 
followed the Four Aces System as 
published daily in your paper. I have]. 
come to the conclusion that good bridge 


|requires (1) mutual understanding be- 


tween partners, (2) unselfishness, (3) 
confidence in partner, (4) adherence to 
conventions, ‘(5): psychology, and (6) 
commonsense. Of the above requisites 
of good Contract Bridge, I should think 
that commonsense is the most impor- 
tant and I shall tell you why. 

Yesterday we were playing bridge. 
Both sides were not vulnerable, and 
North, my partner, was the dealer. He 
held the following hand: A QJ 54 3 
of Spades, 9 8 4 of Hearts, 7 of Dia- 
monds and.10 4 2 of Clubs, and passed. 
East also passed and I, holding the fol- 
lowing hand: 10.6 of Spades, A 9 3 of 
Hearts, A K QJ 85 3 of Diamonds, 
and 9 of Clubs, made an opening pre- 
emptive bid of Three Diamonds, where- 
by declarer promised to make eight or 
nine tricks without partner’s help. 
West passed and North, after some he- 
sitation, bid Three Spades. Now a 
take-out in which according ‘to some 
players my partner was quite justified, 
showed that my partner had no dia- 
monds and at.the same time had quite 
a strong hand in other suits. With 
East passing again, I, somehow or 
other, made a wrong bid of Four Clubs 
(for an asking bid should be Five 
Clubs, one more than is necessary ac- 
cording to Culbertson). All threo 
passed, and I was left to play Four 
Clubs with a singleton club. The re- 
sult was deplorable. _ Luckily, oppon- 
ents did not double. Had they doubled 
I would have changed back to YFour]- 
Diamonds or Four Spades. a contract 
which we could easily fulfil. 

My partner and some’ experienced 


. players of Contract Bridge argued that 


my Four Clubs bid was genuine. To 
that I have no defence. Now, assum- 
ing that such a bid of mine was 
genuine, could I hold more than five 
Clubs as strong and as solid as my 
Diamonds? If I had held seven Dia- 
monds and six. Clubs, both headed by 
Ace, King. Queen, I would not have 
ovened with a pre-emptive bid of. 
Three. I would have onened with 
Five Diamonds or § Fiye Clubs 
or with a forcing-bid of Two 
Diamonds. - Assuming. again-that. mv 
Four Clubs bid was genuine, would it) 
not have been better for my partner to 
have gone back to my Diamonds. mv 
original bid, or to have gone back. to 
his Spades, a shut-up bid? In either 
case, the contract would remain the 
same. Do you, Mr. Editor. not think 
that commonsense is essential to good 
Contract Bridge? 

I should be very glad if some of your 
readers would give a criticism. on the 
hidding of this particular hand of 
Bridge. — ‘

as his text, he fails to tell us where they are, or to 
prove that our dear old game is really encamped at 
wherever they may be. These past forty years I’ve 


heard, or read, writes E. 


H. D. Sewell, much the 


same lament, and still the Game goes on. 


‘For matches that matter — from 
which I exclude Tests to-a-finish — 
few grounds can accommodate in any- 
thing approaching comfort the crowds 
that wish to see the play. County’ 
clubs that were supposed to be = in 
extremis a dozen years or so before 
the war are still with us. Over 
thirty-five years ago J shared with 
Messrs O. R, Borradaile and C. P. 
M‘Gahey the toil of composing tne 
circular, and addressing an endless 
stack of envelopes to people who 
existed both in and out of Essex, 
telling them how inexplicable it was 
to us that they were not membcrs of 
the Essex County C©.C., and how, un- 
less they hurried up, it would be too 
late, and that simply the county club 
couldn’t carry on without them. In 
all weathers I bore boundles of these 
optimistic vet withal rather pitiful 
missives to the nearest pillar box. 
How the postmen must. have hatcd us! 
That was (1901-3-4, The Essex 
County ‘C.C. is still with us, and has 
been going very.strong of late with- 
out quite half of the recipients of 
Hehe annual eris du cocur as mem- 
ers, 


‘Words Of Wisdom 


But, if Bradman has started this 
innings with at Ieast an indifferent 
stroke, he hit the ball with the mid- 
dle of the best part of his bat when 
he. wrote:—“But. I. rather’ doubt whe- 
ther the big issue is limited or play- 
ed-out Tests. I think the first con- 
sideration is the mental outlook of 
the individual, who can, if he chooses, 
spoil any, game by his interpretation 
of its character.” Most amateurs 
and every professional should learn 
‘those words by heart. Those batsmen 
who, knowing they are short, if not 
‘ devoid, of strokes, let their perform- 
ances at the crease be governed by 
“safety-first” law;: those bowlers who, 
lacking length, flight, and changes of 
pace, do little else but waste time 
bowling (?) very short, ‘or to a so- 
called leg-trap, or who try to bowl 
that ball which is supposed to “run 
away from” the bat—these are the 
fellows who “spoil any game,” and 
who certainly have been damaging 
cricket for many years past. 


The siting of four or five slips or 
of four short-legs is gq sure sign of 
(1) bad captaincy; (2) lack of bowl- 
ing ability, Yet it is seen daily 
throughout every Season and is warm- 
Ivy applauded by certain writers, who 
then, failing to note the time wasted 
because of these positionings, proceed 
to slate M.C.C.,° or some county’s 
committee, because the pitch was over- 
prepared! If (1) and (2) above are 
present, does it really matter how the 
wicket was prepared? Since the war 
(1) and (2) have been seldom absent 
from the Higher Cricket. 

Rhodes. Barnes, ° Blythe, Mead, 
Hirst, Faulkner, Richardson, J. . 
Hearne, to name only eight bowlers, 
if they could reappear in this coming 
season’s cricket would occupy the first 

eight psoitions-in the bowling gnaly-

When, 
may one inquire, has any groundsman 
ever produced, knowingly, a danger- 
ous wicket? his year Middlesex 
play Hampshire in the Isle of Wight. 
One, wonders what the groundsman 
there knows about the preparation of 
one of these fifty-fifty surfaces thai, 
apparently, is to enable the bowler to 
make four balls per Eight-Ball Over 
break, while the other four won’t do 
to 
do, but will be the very thing the 
batsman dreams about! For, if anv- 
body gets hurt on this {sle of Wight 
wicket the Hampshire committee has 
already accepted responsibility, let 
us note. 

The over-prepared wicket gets the 
amount of notice that it does because 
it is the easiest way out by way of 
explanation whenever there is a tall 
score or a particular match is drawn. 
Apparently it does not matter if the 
groundsman is blamed.. His names 
does not appear in the averages, But 
no blame attaches to  length-less, 
flight-less bowlers, stroke-less ~bats- 
men, and dull, unimaginative, take- 
no-risk captaincy. All of which had 
as much to do with what has happen- 
ed as had the super-perfection, alleg- 
ed, of the wicket. Why there should 
be all this blaming of the groundsman 
is not clear. Were there no long 
scores pre-war, or in the last cen- 
tury? . Was. there a. rumpus when 
Yorkshire made 887 against Warwick- 
shire in 1896, and when Archie Mac- 
Laren hit 424 against” Somerset in 
1895, ‘or when the Players hit 502 
for eight in fourth innings at Lord’s, 
or when the Gentlemen made 500 for 
two wickets against the Players at 
Lord’s in 1903? There was not. The 
reason was that they played real cric- 
ket in those days, and’ we were not 
living in an age of, cant. 


The Fast Left-Hander 


The West Indian team_is due to 
land to-morrow, so that T hope next 
week to be able to comment on how 
some of them :have ‘shaped in that 
sometimes misleading area, where nets 
prevent cricketers from getting enough 
fielding practice. I am particularly 
interested in the bowling style and 
method of Johnson, who, I have read, 
is a fast left-hander, and of Hylton, 
whose belated inclusion in the team 
was due, unfortunately, to public cla- 
mour.

catching we expect from these fellows 
ds a matter of course. Their batting 
strength is a secondary consideration 
when our dearth of bowling is remem- 
‘bored.
